3. LIU Sui-chtun ( ie was deputy political commissar, replacing MO 
Wen-hua (% %, who had been appointed director of the political 
department of thé Northeast.Military Area. LIU was also director.of the 
political department of the Kwangsi Military District. 


he TAN Shih-mien (H we &.) was chief of staff of the Kwangsi Military 
District. Previolsly he had been commander of the Kwangsi public security 
forces. oe. * 


Se «66W Po ( ) was director of the Supply and Service Command of the Kwangad 
Military Di’trict, while IU Ping-an (% yA uf ) was deputy director of the 
District's political department.
